Clergyman Tells Ministers the 
Church Needs Advertising

Declaring that only 6 per cent of 
the population of New York City is 
Protestant, the Rev. Charles Stelzle, 
a clergyman and publicity man, urged 
100 ministers at the Advertising Club 
to unite in advertising the church not 
only for “next Sunday night,” but 
“having in view what is going to hap- 
pen in New York at least ten years 
hence.” Mr. Stelzle’s lecture was part 
of a course for ministers on publicity 
and advertising which is being given 
by the club’s religious advertising 
committee. 

“The churches,” he said, “must mas- 
ter the situation in New York. They 
Should know more about the people 
than any one else in the city. Any 
first-class advertising agency, in tak- 
ing the account of a client, would do a 
number of things before it recom- 
mended advertising methods. It would 
get all the faets about the market, 
about the product, about merchandis- 
ing methods, and it would then build 
up an advertising plan. 


“This is exactly what needs to be 
done for the churches of New York. 
A complete survey of the field must 
be made as well as an extensive sur- 
vey of the church itself, its organiza- 
lions and its methods of work.”

Dr. Fitch Urges Attention to Loss of 
Followers in This City. 


The Rev. Dr. Albert Parker 
pastor of the Park Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, at Eighty-fifth Street, 
in his sermon recently urged the 
churches in New York to give imme- 
diate attention to the drifting of their 
followers away from the fold.

THOMAS SCANLAN, IRISH 
NATIONALIST, DIES AT 56 


London—Thomas Scanlan, who left 
Ireland to start work as a clerk in a 
Glasgow office, and successively be- 
came an editor, member of the iene 
of Commons, barrister, and London po- 
lice magistrate, is dead here at the 
age of 56. 

Born in County Sligo, he represent- 
ed North Sligo in Parliament as an 
Irish Nationalist from 1909 to 1918. 
As a lawyer, he came into prominence 
for his part in the inquiry into the 
loss of the liner Titanic on her maiden 
voyage from England to the United 
States. 

Several former Nationalist members 
of Parliament attended the Requiem 
Mass at Our Lady of Victories’, Ken- 
sington, and the mourners also includ- 
ed fe gee og of Catholic socie- 
ties which Mr. Scanlan worked.

OFFICIAL TRANSLATION OF 
ENCYCLICAL INTO ENGLISH 
TO APPEAR IN PAMPHLET 
Washington.——For the first time an 
official translation of a papal encycli- 
cal or similar document into the Eng- 
lish has been issued from the Vatican. 
The official English version of the en- 
cyclical on Catholic education has just 
arrived in this country, and is being 
published in pamphlet form by the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference. 
Heretofore, such documents have 
been issued in Latin. The official 
translation differs in some respects 


from what has previously appeared in 
the press. 
The right to publish and issue 


translations of such official documents 
is set forth in Article 2 of the Concor- 
dat between the Holy See and Italy, 
which states that they “may be issued 
in any language.” It also states that 
‘those emanating from the Bishops 
im Italian or Latin, 


but together with the Italian text the 
ecclesiastical authorities may add a 
translation in other languages.’

Watching Philadelphia 


Churches Are Divided On Plan to Let High School Students 
Receive Instruction 


Philadelphia.—A movement to per-| 
mit religious instruction to be given to 


high school students of Philadelphia 
during school hours, although not in 
school buildings, is the centre of a 
controversy among local religious 
leaders which has the attention of in- 
terested groups in New York and 
other cities where similar proposals 
have been made. 

The Board of Education has under 
consideration a resolution asking that 
one hour a week of school time be set 
aside during which senior high school 
students may, if their parents wish, 
“be released to go to the churches and 
synagogues of their own choice for 
‘religious instruction.” 

Churches Divided On Plan. 

As matters now stand, Protestant 

churchmen are diyided on the ques- 


tion. Methodist and Presbyterian min- 
ters have gone on record favoring 
some sort of religious instruction, 


while leading ministers of the “high” 
and “broad” churches are opposed to 
the plan. The Clerical Brotherhood of 
the Episcopal Church refused to con- 


sider a petition endorsing it. Rabbi 
Mortimer Cohen, president of the 
Board of Jewish Ministers, has de- 
clared the question a matter of con- 
troversy between Protestant factions 
and has announced the opposition of 
Jewish ministers. Catholic spokes- 
men have taken no official notice of 
the movement. Various secular bodies, 
such as the Patriotic Order Sons of 
America, have registered opinions in 
writing to the school board. As for 
the legality of the proposal, both sides 
have quoted as favorable to them- 
selves a communication from the State 
Department of Education. 

While the school directors have 
taken no forma! action and Dr. Edwin 
C. Broome, Superintendent of Schools, 
has made no public declaration indicat- 
ing “which way the wind blows,” 'be- 
yond hinting that it was a question 
that might not be settled for five or 
six years, it is understood that senti- 
ment among the present board meme 
bers is antagonistic and that the plan 
faces failure “in consonance with un- 
broken American practice.”

In the reception of pupils, no distinction of creed 
will be made, and the parents of those not professing the

STUDY CLUB 
COMPANIONATE MARRIAGE 


We were about to supply a treatise of our own on the 
subject of trial marriages when we came in contact with a 
very excellent article on the subject written by the Right 

Reverend Thomas M. O'Leary, D. D., Bishop of Springfield, 
usetts.

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The Lindsey companionate marriage is not marriage at 
all, in any Christian sense of the word, because at least two 
pré-nuptial conditions render this “marriage” invalid from 
the start: the condition not to have children until and when 
‘and if the contracting parties find it mutually agreeable to 
have them, and the condition that the parties may divorce 
each other at any time, without giving reasons to a court, or 
even to each other. 

The third condition, that the wife will not call upon the 
husband for support during the companionate period, but 
will enjoy economic independence, sounds the deathknell 
of all home life: both are in industry during the day, and 
neither has the obligation or the inclination to perform 
household duties at night. In the companionate union re- 
cently featured by the press, both young people were to live 
with their parents. What companionate marriage adds to 
coment freedom from all moral restraint in yielding to 

xual impulses; it takes the sixth commandment out of 
courtship and calls the result marriage. 

It is highly significant that in all the discussion of com- 
panionate marriage, the name of Jesus never occurs, His 
legislation is never consulted. His teachings are ignored, 
or sneered at as medieval superstitions. The sacramental! 
character of the marriage tie, its indissolubility except by 
death, the primary end of matrimony, which is to beget and 
train children for citizenship here and hereafter, all are swept 
away, that men and women may be as free as the beasts of 
the field in the indulgence of their lower natures. The slaugh- 
ter of the innocents at Bethlehem is renewed on a universal 
scale, but cloaked under the soothing title of “companionate 


marriage.” 
“BIRTHLESS INDULGENCE” 


In this latest attempt to legalize birth control, the very 
term is a misnomer; it means if the parties so wish, the 
complete prevention of birth, and the loss of all control over 
human passion. A better term than birth control would be 
birthless indulgence. The laws of God and the lessons of hu- 
man experience cry out against this conspiracy to nullify 
Nature's law, stultify human consciences and deify passion 
under the honored cloak of marriage. The champions of 
this sinful companionship, which would masquerade as mar- 
riage, are deaf alike to the voice of God, the warnings of 
experience and the teachings of medicine. 


Birth control, which would deny the boon of existence 
to children, defies the Divine Legislator by completely and 
wantonly defeating His purpose in establishing and sanctify- 
ing marriage. There is no moral difference between deny- 
ing birth to little ones and robbing them of existence after 
they are born, though one may be called birth control and 
the other may be stigmatized as murder. 

Why call this sin “control,” when it is the absence of all 
control and all obligation to exercise control? It legalizes, as 
marriage, unbridled sexual indulgence, while defeating the 
very purpose of the marriage bond. If you call this destruc- 
tion of child life “control,” why not call the murder of wives 
“wife control?’ and the murder of husbands “husband con- 
trol?” and the murder of lovers “lover control?” and the mur- 
der of policemen “police control?” The whole nauseating sit- 
uation could be saved by a little self-control, by a little obed- 
ience to the laws of Nature by those who are attempting to 
abolish them. This abomination, misnamed birth control. 
out-pagans the pagans who destroyed the weak and sickly 
after birth, whereas the birth controlist would destrov al] 
child life, fit or unfit, before birth. 

The voice of history warns us that God will not be 
mocked, and the nations that practice birth control soon 
disappear from the stage of life, leaving no historian so poor 
as to do them reverence. The birth control of the individual 
becomes the suicide of the race. Augustus ruled from the 
Atlantic to the Euphrates, over an empire that died, moan- 
ing, “Where are my children?’ Polybius tells us that in 
Greece depopulation was caused by the selfishness of the 
Greeks who, addicted to pleasure, either did not marry at 
all or refused to rear more than one or two children. lest 
it should be impossible to bring them up in extravagance 
and luxury. 

Thus the crime of birth prevention, which made mar- 
riage companionate after the first child, if not before, was 
the civic canker which destroyed ‘“‘the greatness that was 
Greece and the grandeur that was Rome.” With France and 
England and Germany fighting to check a falling birthrate, it 
is not consoling to America to recall that history does not re- 
cord the name of a single nation that, a victim of birth con- 
trol, ever rallied from its ravages. God is not mocked. He 
sees to it that, as nations and individuals sow, so shall they 
reap. If they sow birth prevention they reap race suicide, 
and clear the stage for sturdier, more God-fearing successors. 

Médica! science sounds the same warning to individuals 
that historical science does to nations. Nations cannot mock 
God with impunity, much less can individuals. It is the ex- 
perience of those who will not have children when they can 
that they cannot when they will.

Should 
friend wife prove stubborn in defence of her motherly in- 
stincts, he has but to hand her a divorce under a system 
which excuses him from giving a reason for his , 

If the companionate has lasted a long period, the poor 
deluded woman finds that her age prevents her from ever 
attaining what her companionate husband robbed ther of—a 
home happy with the love and smiles of little ones. 

Then, too, across her life lies that perpetual shadow— 
the possibility that when she wants children and her husband 
consents an outraged nervous system will cry: “No—God 
is not mocked, The door that you closed, an ou Creator 
has locked.” If companion husband wants the the 
system allows him to abandon her who, partly through his 
guilt, cannot bear them, and try his fortune elsewhere. The 
system encourages this heartless desertion by leaving her no 
financial redress, and freeing him from any obligation to 
explain his action. 

The longer husband and wife cling to their individual
